“(C) INCREASE IN CASE OF PUBLIC SEC-
TOR EMPLOYMENT.—

“(1) IN GENERAL.—In the case of a
scholarship recipient who enters into an
agreement described in clause (i) the
amount of such scholarship may be up to

$5,000 per year.
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“(11) AGREEMENT.—The agreement
desceribed in this clause is an agreement
between the Director and the scholarship
recipient under which the recipient
agrees—

“(I) to work in a public sector
position (as defined by the Director)
for at least 3 years after the date of
